Incident. With too cxDlrotion of the prosoal 
session of the Congress the tlrst century of our 
constltutiOQul existence as u Nation will bo 
completed. 
Our survival for 100 years Is not sufficient to 


assure us taut wo no longer have duncors to 
fear Iu tbo mnlntonencc, wlta all its promised 
blessings, or u Government foundocl on Xhe 
froodom of Ihc people. The tlmo rutber ad- 
monishes us to sotioriy inquire whether In the 
pust we have always closely kept in the course 
or safety, ftnU whether wo have lieforo us a 
way plain and clear which leads to happiness 
unu perpetuity. 
When the experiment ot our Government 
wtw undertaken the chart adopted for our 
Guidance wns the constitution, and Oeparturo 
iromthe lines there laid down is (allure. It is 
only by a strict adherence to the directions 
they Indicate, and by restraint within tno lim- 
itations they llxod. that we crta furnish proof 
to the world of the iltness of the American poo- 
pie for scir-ROvernmout. 


After dwelling at considerable length upon

JAPAN. 


On tho 9th ot August. 1837. notification was 


given by tho Japanese Minister at this Capital 
of tho adjournment of the conference for iho 
revision of tho treaties of J.i-pan with foreign 
powers, owing to tho objection of his Govern- 
ment to the provision in the draft for a juris-, 
dietional convention which required the subrais-. 
sion of the criminal code of the Empire to the 
powers in advance of its being operative.

oat of tho ivory palace.-!." Following la 
tho sermon: 
•\mong tho grand adornments of the 


city of Paris is tho Church of Notre Dame, 
with its great towers, and elaborated rose- 
windows, and sculpturing of tno 
last 


iud™mont, with the trumpeting ungois and 
rising dcud: its battk-ments of quarter- 
Toil-its sacristy, with ribbed coiliaff and 
statues ot snmts. But there was nothing 
in all that building which inoro vividly 
appealed to my plain repuuliuau tastes 
than the cos-.ly vcstiacnts which lay in 
oaken presses—robes that hud boon em- 
broidered with ROld and been worn by 
Popes and Archbishops; on great occasions. 
There was aroaothat had oeen worn by 
Plus VII. at tho crowniac of tho first Na- 
poloon. 
Thcro was also a vestment that 


had been worn at the baptism of Na- 
poleon II. As our 
guide opened tho 


oaken presses and brought out these vest- 
ments of fabulous cost and lifted them up 
tho fragrance of tho pungent aromatic? in 
tvhich thoy had boon preserved filled tho 
place with a sweetness that was almost 
oppressive. Nothing that had boon done 
in stouo moro vividly impressed mo than 
those things that had been done in cloth 
and embroidery and perfume. But to-day 
I opon tho drawer of this tii.xt and I look 
upon tho Kingly robes of Christ, nnd as 1 
lift them Hashing with eternal jewels, tho 
whole house is tilled with the aroma at 
these garments, which "smell of myrrh 
and aloes and cassia out of tho ivory pul-

whole room with odor. It was put in clos- 
ets in chests, in dramors,[in rooms, ana its 
perfumo adhered almost interminably to 
any thing that was anywhere noar is. So 
when in my text I read that Christ's gar- 
ments smell of myrrh, I immediately con- 
clude tho exquisite sweetness of Jesus.

a heroic thomo for a poem, a beautiful form 
for a statue, but to those who have hoard 
His voice, and felt His pardon, and received 
His benediction. Ho is music, and light,and 
warmth, and thrill, and eternal fragrance. 
Sweet aa a friend sticking to you wbon 
all else betray. Lifting you up while 
others try to push you down. Not so much 
liko morning glories, that bloom only when 
the sun is coming up, nor liko "four 
o'clocks," that bloom only when the sun is 
going down, but liUo myrrh, perpetually 
aromatic—tho sarao morning, noon and 
night, yesterday,

Rmhlt. 


Many Janesyille people are watching 


for the outcome m the Clifford pardon 
matter with much interest, on account of 
the fact that it wa3 from this city that 
Clifford was sentenced for life, for the 
murder of Captain Pugh. To-dsy's dis- 
patches from Madison are as follows: 


"The -petition in the Hartley Clifford 


matter is made public to day and de- 
monstrates that a better lot of names was 
never before signed to similar document 
in Milwaukee. The petition to the gov • 
ernor is not drawn in flowery language, 
but in a plain and blunt manner aske the 
pardon of Clifford on the ground of his 
peaceable character and the fact that he 
did not kill Captain Pugh as the result 
ot premeditation , but in tho heat of a 
quarrel. The most noticeable 
thing 


about the document is tho signers. 
Forty-eight prominent citizens hayo af- 
fiied their signatures. The Hat em- 
braces the leading men of the city and 
includes E. P. Matthews, Edward Sand- 
erson, Henry 0. Payne, Corsrwrnan 
Isaac W. Van Sohaiok, Willian Sander- 
son J. M. Maschotr, A.G- Weissert, J. 
Plankinton, ei-Mayor Wallber, George 
W. Peck and a number of others equally 
well known, The f oimal application will 
be made December 18, end the caoe for 
the petitioners will behpndled by Fnsby 
& Gilson. There is likely to be quite a 
contest, as the relatives and friends ot 
Captain Pngh at Eacino are prepared to 
fight it tooth and call. H. A. Cooper, 
who was the district attorney at the time 
of the trial in Baoine, will also take the 
matter up and urge that Clifford's sen- 
tence retrain unamended. There will 
also be a political phase to the matter 


aud the threat is now made that, in case 
Governor Busk commutes the sentence 
of tho dying convict, ho will never be able 
to get a singbvoto in Bacine for any 
office.

A Newfoundland Dog That Drowned Out 


an 
Incipient Flro—How & Cat 


Opened tho Kitchen Door—The 


Question of Animal Reason. 


The distinction between reason and 


instinct, says the Pittsburgh Dbpatcli, is not 
clearly perceived by many persons; in fact, 
there are but few persons of ordinary intel- 
ligence able to state the [difference. The 
Duke of-Argyll in his "Reign ot Law" 
clearly states the distinction, makin; in- 
stinct to be the result or citect ot 
reason, not :n the animalbutin the Creator. 
Thus tho instinctive and truly ingenious 
actions of a wild bird to preserve its yonnsT 
could only bo-'xhc result of -well-defined 
reasoning power; but as the bird is mani- 
festly devoid of roasoa in other respects it 
[3 fair to infer that the power which, rea- 
soned out its ingenious actions must bo out- 
side of the bird—that is, in the Creator. 
Man, standing at tho head of the animal 
creatiorj, founds his actions on his OTTO rea- 
soning powers and is, therefore, generally 
regarded as the only reasoning animal. 
But there are manyactions among the lower 
order of animals that can not bo accounted 
for on the theory that they are guided 
wholly by instinct, and the study of these, 
actions compels a belief that some of the 
lower order of animals arc endowed with, a 
certain but limited power to reason, and to 
act in accordance with the result of such 
reasoning. 
A gentleman of undoubted veracity once 


told me of the woEdcrful actions of a dog 
that occurred in tho town in which he lived.' 
There was a large cigar factory in the town, 
in which, the proprietor was in the babit of 
shutting up at night a large Newfoundland 
dog. One night—as Investigation afterward 
proved—a coal of fire fell from the stove and 
set fire to tho floor. Tue dog, seeing the 
danger, jumped up on one of tbe cigar tables, 
and from there procured a bucket of water 
which he carried to tho burning floor and 
poured over the fire. This not being -suffi- 
cient to drown out the fire, the faithful 
watchdog pawed out tho remaining flrc, 
and when the proprietor came In. tho nest 
morning lie found tho poor dog lying by tho 
burnt hole in the floor unable to walU a step, 
because of bis burnt forefeet. It was several 
weeks before the dog recovered, but in tho 
meantime bo became the talk and admlra-: 
lionet the town. The actions of this dog' 
clearly showed better reasoning powers1 
and more presence of mind than is mani-1 
Tested by one-half ot the human family 
under liiie circumstances, and no theory of 
Instinct can be made to account for his ac- 
tions. 
I was sitting one«evening, in company 


with a number of ladies and gentlemen, in 
a large room which, opened into a kitchen 
that opened into tbe garden. The outer 
kitchen door was secured with an ordinary 
thumb latch, with tho'handle on the out- 
side.
